HORRORS OF THE LATE STEAMBOAT DISASTER 
ON THE O10, 

Tho Louisville Commercial contains the 
following details of the recent steamboat 
disaster on the Ohio river :— 

Ao ep pent one ade 
Jones to a gentleman on board, bee 
wood work was becoming too heated to haar 
nod the flames were forcing their way grad- 
ually into the cabin, she went to him say— 
ing: “Oh! Mr, , you have talked 
to me this erenlng, Fou have danced with 
mé, you know who I am, and where I came 
from, save me! Ob, save me! Oh, save 
me!” He told her be had awife tu save, 
and could not help her, Poor girl, she is 
beyond earthly help now. 

One of the gentlemen on board had the 
presence of mind tounhinge a door, which 
he threw into the river ; and, after his wife 
and he had jumped in, he placed her in a 
position to reach the shore. “Now, stay 
here, dear,” was his request, “until I can 
fix myself some way, and we can both be 
saved.” Imagine the husband’s agony, just 
as he had procured something that would 
float, to see a» man swim toward the frail 
support of his wife and knock her away 
from it, She was drowned, 

One gentleman and wife escaped in rath- 
era romanuc manper, Fastening life-pre- 
servers to both of their persons, he tied ber 
right arm to hia lett, then took a abutter, 
over which they placed both arms. “Now! 
one—two—three—jump |" he cried, when 
both jumped, and, after a little mancuvr- 
ing, they arrived safely on shore, minus, 
however, several urticles of apparel needed 
to make them presentable. 

A lady on board the States relatos that, 
assbeand her husband were moving to 
ward the shore, in the water, she saw one 
of the life boats filled with people who had 
escaped. But all at once the America begins 
backing towards shore, and mercilessly the 
rude rudder strikes the boat, crushing and 
Upsetting it, None of those passengers 
were saved, after escaping one danger, only 
to meet death in another form, 

From the shore could be seen women 
with nothing but their robes de nuit to pro- 
tect them, rushing about inthe flames, 
screaming for help—motbers with their 
children in their arms,most of them babies, 
roshing about franctically. 

One mother, holding her baby in her 
arms, ran to the guards, but the water 
seemed to her onlya chilly grave; then 
she jumped in the cabin again, then to the 
guards, The last that was seen of her, 
she was standing up with ber baby hug- 
ged closer to her, in her awful death, bura- 
ing up.

Whereas the President of theUnitedStates 
haa heretofore set forth several’ procla~ 
mations offering amnesty and pardon to 
persons who had been or were concerned 
in the Jate rebellion against the lawful au~ 
thority of the United States, which procla- 
mations were severally issued on the 8th 
day of March, 1864; on the 29th day of 


May, 1865 ; on the 7th day of September, 


1867; and on the 4th day of July, in the 


preseut year. . 

Whereas, the authority of the Federal 
Government having been reestablished in 
States and territories, within thejurisdic- 
tion of the United States, It 1s ~ believed 


tht such prudential reservations and ex~ 
ceptions as on the’ dates of said several 


proclamations were deemed necessary and 


proper may now be wisely and justly re- 


linguished, and that a universal amnesty 
and pardon for participation in said sebel~ 
lion, extending to all who have borne any 


part therein will tend to secure permanent 
peace, order and prosperity throughout 


the land, and to renew and fully restore 
confidence and fraternal feeling among the 
whole people, and their respect tor and 
uttachment to the national Government, 
designed by its patriotic founders tor the 
yeneral good, 

Now, therefore, be it known. that I, An- 
drew Johnson, President of the United 
States, by virtue of the power and suthor- 
ity in me vested by the constitation,and in 
the name of the sovereign people of the 
United States, do hereby proclaim and de- 
clare, unconditionally and without reserva- 
tion, to all and to every person who direct- 
ly or indirectly participated jn “the late 
insurrection or rebellion, a full pardon aud 


the United States, or of adhering to their 
enemies, during the late civil war, with the 
restoration of all mghts, privileges and im- 
munities under the constitution and 
laws which have been made ia pursuance 
thereof.

Then came the reduction of last September 
to £8 7s, 6d., under which in three months 
the average daily number of messages has 
so far been 201, and the income forthe 
month of November has been £070 per day.

STATEMENT OF THE PASSENGERS, 


(Brom the Liverpool Post, December, 10.) 


The cause of the lifeboat, under the 
charge of the chief mate, capsizing, was the 
imprudent hoisting of a sail in strong 
breeze of wind, It now appears that some 
of the seamen struggling in the water,man 
aged to right the boat, and that between 
cight and ten persons regained their places 
in it. Ofcourse the provisions would be 
lost, but the three caske of water which 
had been alloted to this boat were secured 
to its bottom, and might be saved, If tho 
eight or ten persons seen to get into the 
boat whenit righted were not rescued 


within a short time,they must have perish- 
ed through hunger and extreme cold. The 
second officer’s boat was last seen shortly 
after leaving the ship astern of that occu- 
pied by thecaptain. The third officer's, 
though pote ltaboas had bean. recently 
tinéd with cork, and rendered almost ag 
good, She wasafine tight boat, was in 
excellent trim, and had only twenty-two 
passengers on board. On the Wednesday 
afternoon, 80 late as 4.0’clock, she was seen 
going before the wind with’a small sail set; 
and asthe weather by that time had con- 
siderably abated,there seems reagon to hope 
that she may have been picked up. Fail- 
ing that, she had a fairprospect of making 
the coast of Ireland; but the, painful con- 
sideration here comes in, that, if baffled by 
contrary winds, the party would, within a 
week, find themselves getting short of pro- 
visions, 

Certain passengers who escaped in the 
captain's boat, say at two o'clock on the 
morning of Tuesday, the 24th ult., they 
were awakened by acrash, Some went to 
the cabin, and the captain met them, and 
assured them there was no danger. Having 
confidence in him they wentto bed. As 
the captain did not appear at breakfast, 
however, suspicions were awakened, and 
shortly afterwards he told them to get 
ready to go into the lifeboats. |The crew 
meanwhile were working atthe pumps. 
‘The gale kept on increasing, and the water 
in the pip gradually rose, When first in- 
formed of the danger in which they were 
placed, the passengers manifested some ex- 
citment. They all felt distressed, and 
those who could weep, wept; but as the 
day wore on the excitment gradually sub~ 
sided, and during the night of Tuesday, it 
had altogether disappeared. All were per- 
fectly quiet that night, and one or two even 
slept. They all had confidence in Captain 
Munro—He frequently came into the cabin 
and spoke a cheering word to everybody, 
About four o'clock on the Wednesday 
morning it was cletermined that the boats 
should be launched. Owing to the high sea 
this work was accomplished with difficulty, 
Het fortunately they were all got down at 

it. 


Previous to launching No.1 boat the 
captain came tothe cabinand told the 
ladies to come ondeck, The water was 
then ankle deep in thesalon. All the ledy 
cabin passengera went to the front of the 
yeasel, There was no hurrying or crush— 
ing. The boats were filledin the most 
orderly way, each when it had received its 
complement shoving ofto give place to 
the next boat, One old woman sturdily 
refused to leave the ship, being determined

PASSENGERS’ STATEMENT, 


The following statement regarding the 
loss of the ‘ Hibernia” has been made by 
three of the passengers— Mr, Josiah Corcks, 
Mrs. Melvin, and Miss Rogerson : 

“We commenced our voyage from New 
York on board the “Hibernia” on the 14th 
of November, and though the weather at 
first was somewhat rough, we had a plens- 
ant voyage until the gule aroseon Monday, 
the 22d, which resulted in the accident to 
the machinery on the morning of Tuesday, 
the 28rd. About two o'clock in the morn- 
ing of that day we were awakened by a 
noise like the crash ot machinery, and on 
going to the cabin we learned that the 
noise had been caused by the screw knock- 
ing against the stern of the veasel. The 
captain met us and assured us there was no 
danger, and that all would be put mght, 
and, resting confidance in the euptaimy ne 
went to bed again, and hoped that in the 
morning we should find all right. But 
next morning the captain was not at break- 
fast, and his absence caused us to begin to 
think there was something wrong. Shortly 
afterward he came and told us to take 
care of ourselves, and to got ready to go 
into the life-boate, a3 it was quite possible 
we should require to leave the ship. Be- 
tween eight and nine o'clock the boats 
were got ready, and water and provisions 
were put on board of them, The captain, 
however, kept cheerful, and suid that he 
bad still hopes that they might manage to 
save the ship. Meantime the crew worked 
the pumps, and at the same time all on 
bourd kept ready to leave the ship, should 
they be ordered to doso, All the while 
a gale was blowing, but as tho after- 
noon advanced it increased in fury, and it 
was evident that the danger to the ship 
was becoming greater. At about four 
o'clock on Wednesday morning it was de- 
termined that the boats should be launch= 
ed, but, owing to the high sea which was 
running at tho time this work was accom- 
plished with some difliculty, as it was fear~ 
ed that the boats might be dashed to pieces 
againat the side of the ship, But, fortunn: 
tely, wo got them all saf@ly with the ox~ 
ception of the captain's boat No, 1, which 
was slightly injured, At twenty minutes 
past-five o'clock the captain came to the 
capin and told the ladies to come on deci 
and go to tho front part oftheship, Tho 
water at this time was ankle deep in the 
saloon, and was rapidly rising. All the 
cabin lady passengers went to the front 
part of the vessel, and the cabin gentlemen 
passengers followed, There was no hurry. 
ing or crushing; all went orderly and 
quietly, By tho assistance of the captain 
and tho officers, one by one went over the 
aide of the abip, until No, 1 lifeboat was 
filled, and all the lady passongera went off 
in that boat. When we shoved off tho 
cabin gentlemen passengers, in the same 
orderly way,the accond boat, and successive 
boats were tilled in the same quiet manner, 
each, when ready, shoving off to give the 
place to the other boat, One old woman, 
4 stoerage passenger, aturdily refused to 
leave the ship, being determined not to 
quit company with her husband, but she was 
Re on the life boat by force. She cried 
oudly while being let down into the boat, 
When tho last passenger had beon got off, 
Captain Munro, with Mr, Brown, tho ohief 
engineer, who had remained directing the 
transference of the passengers to the emall-

What ts Steel ? 


Many people may deem the question easy 
of answer, but it is really not so. It was 
long accepted as a truism in the art or 
science of metallurgy that steel is sumply 
carbide of iron, that 18, a compound of car- 
bon and iron, the former element heing 
present in the compound to the extent of 
from one to one and e-half percent. The 
chemical definition is now quite superseded, 
Steel has become a generic term, and of the 
genus stecl there are various species. Or- 
dinary steel is carbon steel; but steel com- 

ounds of iron bave been produced which 
Eva the same general properties as ordi- 
uary eiwel; the.carbon. of .whiolie-replaced, 
either in whole or in part, by other chemi- 
cal elements, Thus, we now baye tungstea 
steel, in which the metal tungsten is com- 
bined with the iron; manganese steel 
containing the metal manganese ; and other 
steels containing chronium and titanium. 
In tho cases just mentioned, the steel is 
invariably a compound of iron aud another 
metal; it is, in short, au alloy. Other 
Apecies or varieties, However, contain non- 
metallic bodies as the steel-generating 
materials. Carbon 18 one of those elements 
and, therefore, it is but natural to suppose 
that such elements as closely resemble itin 
their chemical properties will be the most 
likely to serve inits stead, Silicon, or, os 
some modern chemists call it, silictum, the 
): ,a18 of silica, or flint, is one of tho nearest 
vuemical relatives of carbon, Well, the 
French chemist, Caron, has made silicon 
steel, Then there is the element boron, 
full cousin,as it were, to carbon and silicon, 
the basia of ordinary borax, Stoel has 
been mude in Glasgow of moat extraordi- 
nary hardness and cutting power, when 
used for tools in turning operations, 1a 
ono instance tho tool did thirteen tities the 
amount of cutting work of an ordinary 
tool of carbon steal, The process of mak~ 
ing this new stool is at present kept secret; 
but there is reason to belioye that it is 
boron steel, Other varieties of ateol besides 
oxist, The material of which the colebrat- 
ed Berlin castings aro made ja phosphorus 
ateol, and many Swedish cannons aro made 
of sulphur steel, Once a Week,

More About 


The home education of children would 
be essentially and wretchedly dedcicnt, in 
which the “leading forth” of the moral 
perceptions should be confloed to the par- 
tculars already mentioned, There are such 
things as truth and honesty, and these, not 
mere abstract ideas, but beautiful realities, 
There are also such qualities as modesty, 
perseverance, sobriety, fortitude and many 
others, in the love and practice of which a 
parent will do well to train his children,so 
a8 to develop as much as possible a second 
nature within him. 

Here again it is necessary to say that 
little good 18 likely to be effected by words 
only, however excellent in themselves, or 
however well put together, If parents wish 
to educate their children in the reverence 
of truth and honesty, they themaclyes must 
be honest and true, Children are quicker 
in nothing than in perceiving any discrep 
socy between theory and practico, 

Greatly is it to be desired thet parents 
who wish well for their children, and who 
think that they do well toward them,would 
fully consider this. How can those who 
are the constant or the frequent victims of 
deception, learn to understand aright the 
sacred character of truth 1 or hew are they 
to receive right principles of honesty who 
ure incessantly cheated. 

It should be remembered also, that itis 
difficult, in the first instance, to make a 
cbild really understand precisely what is 
meant by truth, and honesty, It is not 
every departure from veracity in a child 
just learning to epeak, or every misappro- 
priation or proper'y into which he may 
slide,thatshould be branded with the name 
of falsehood or theft. The culprit may be 
clear of any bad intention and ignorant of 
any fault, although the fact may be clearly 
proved, Caution, discrimination, and much 
kindness are therefore requisite in correct- 
ing \these evident faults, while advantage

Now to obviate this state of things. I 
think the sooner we come to the conclusion 
and get up a suituble place for the poor, the 
better for all parties interested. Let us con- 
jointly with the County if they will, and if 
not jet us call.on our Lown authorities to 
furnish the means and ‘procare a suitable po- 
sition, and build the buildings necessary for 
a poor aud work-house combined, adding ‘to 
it an industria) ool for the proper training 
of our young arabs who now infest the streets, 
begging of every passer-by, 

ith such an institution we could oblige 
those that are able, and will beg, to not only 
support themselves, but to take care of those 
who are sick and infirm and not able to work. 
Let such as seek for charity be sent to the 
poor-house and the numbers would be small 
in'comparison to what they are at present, 
while the few deserving poor, who never ask 
foraid, would be better provided tor, 

In stating the amount given as $2,000, I 
have not made calculation tor what the Town 
Rives yearly in rebate of Taxes to many of 
those who live on charity. If this was ad- 
ded it would largely swell the amount ; and 
these rebates havo to be met by those able to 
pay, as the Town cannot loss the amount, 
but must add it on to our next year's nssoss— 
ment. 

Allow me to say a word about “sending 

rsons out of Town,” as spoken of in Mr. 
Watters’ report 1 think the system of pas- 
sing parties on by railor boats bad one, inus- 
much as we are not obliged to take curé of 
those sent on to Belleville trom other towns, 
and if they do come, surely the road is broad 
venough for such persons to find their way 
out of Belleville without furnishing’ them 
with a freo passage on thecarsor boats.

Mr. Richards moved for tho second read 
ing of « bill relative to certain streets in 
the City of London. ‘The object of the 
bill, he explained, was to stop the running 
of streets through the land of a Mr. Hunt 
who had received a patent from the Crown 
for the property without notification, that, 
by the original plan of the survey of the 
city of London, four streets were to be run 
through it. Mr. Hunt had erected mills 
and other buildings on the property to the 
extent of $60,000, and it would be a great 
hardship to him to have it ruined by being 
cut up by these thoroughfares, 

The Bill passed its second reading, 

The Hamilton Mutual Insurance Com-

The House went into committee, Mr, 
Clark in the chair, on bill (No. 87) respect- 
ing Division Courts, 

Mr, Macdonald explained an amendment 
he would introduce.

Mr, Scott (Ottawa), thought it would be 
bad policy on the part of the Government 
to give the preference to small dealers, in~ 
stead of to larger ones who were. better 
able to carry on the large enterprise, 

Mr. Barone thought the cause of the 
great waste of timber through the country 
was owing to the short term for which 
licenses were granted. It was only natural 
that when a man bought a Iimit for only 
one year, he would endeavour to cut all he 
could on it. He thought it was wrong to 
Grant licenses to cut timber in townships 
which had been thrown open for settlo- 
ment, 

Mr. Luton suid it would be unjust to the 
lumbermen who had expended large sums 
of money in constracting slides and open- 
ing up watercourses, to interfere with their 
rights because a few settlers had taken up 
land in the township, 

Mr. Galbraith said thatthe Government 
should appoint valnators to state the true 
value of limits before selling them, At the 
present way of working, timber would 
soou be as scarce in Canada as in any other 
part of America.

It was rumored that on application bad 
been made to the Privy Council for a fur- 
ther respite for Whelan, and that the ap- 
plication would probably be granted.

Protestant Separate Schools. 


The Ministry of the Province of Que- 
bec propose introducing a Bill into the 
Legislature granting to the Protestants fur- 
ther concessions in Separate Schools.

During the course of a short run through 
| the gaol yesterday that astute and omul— 
present individual ‘Our Reporter? inci- 
dentally came across the prisoner Whelan 
and proposes hereunder to give the reader

Great Fire in Ottawa. 


Loss $150,009. 

Orrawa, Jan, 21,-—-This morning, at 1 
o'clock, onv of the most disastrous fires 
that ever occurred in Ottawa, took place, 
laying in ruins the Queen's Printing Office 
and block in which at is situated, together 
with the Royal Canadian Bank office, Ot 
tawn aod Prescott Railway office, Craig and 
McKeozic's talloring establishment, Miss 
McGuire's milinery establishment, Mrs, 
Trotter's hotel, known as the Toronto 
House, and some private families, The fire 
was first observed in rear of the millinery 
shop of MissMcGuire,about one o'clock, when 
the alerm was given upd the engines were 
speedily on the spot, It is tupposed that 
the fire originated from ashea kept under 
one of the wooden stair cusea which con- 
nected with each dwelling in the upper 
flate, forming a sort of net workein rear of 
the building, through which the flames ran 
with great rapidity, spreading through the 
doors and passages before a sufficient sup- 
ply of water could be obtained. In the 
Queen's Printers’ establishment were six 
steum presses, which along with, perbaps, 
the largest quantity of printing materials 
in any establishment, were all destroyed,— 
Mr. Desbarats sayed about 2 thousand dol- 
lars worth of stock, including his books 
and valuable papers. The building is a

his declaration, or add another instance of 
his affectation, or both, He dwells, :mpor- 
tantly, upon his long service (12 years) in 
Her “Mojesty’s service, in India and the 
Crimea, which, ia bis opinion, evidently 
ought to go a long way towards the pre- 
sumption of his innocence in the premises, 
He states, that before this, his compulsory 
sojourn in Toronto, he only resided here 
for flve days, and during that time was 
employed in the Master Tailor's depart~ 
ment in connection with the 18th Hussar 
Regiment, Daring our brief gossip with 
him, he rapidly and voluntarily ran over 
the whole gamut of bis life in Canada laugh- 
ingly and with an air of inipartiality—as if 
he were an uninterested debater on the aub- 
ject—reterring to the salient points in the 
evidence produced against him pon the 
trial: During this part of his conversution, 
he admitted being to the house of Mr. McGee 
in Montreal, and had the conversation with 
deceased's brother John, as was educed in 
the evidence. Whelan was scrupulously 
clean and neat in his appearance, the only 
evidence of anything appronching a filthy 
babit being the presence of a good sized 
quid of tobacco inclosed in lis dentrifices, 
He was without a coat and displayed an 
immuculate shirt and collar, under which 
was a green tic faultlessly fustened in a 
sailor's knot, Altogether, Whelanis aman 
with whom, especially in his present pecu~ 
liar circumstances, one could joterestedly 
and plousantly, if not instructively, pass a 
whole afternoon, His volatility is infec- 
tions, and his garrulity, interspersed very 
plentifully as it is with phraseological 
eccentricities and blunders, is extremely 
amusing and lodicrous, His inexhaustible 
mind of humour and brisque off band man 
ner also are very agreeable { ‘our re 
porter’ bude him *goodt yesterday 
afternoon, rather reluctantly, Wholan also 
seemed to be rather sorry at parting, with 
that suave and prepossessing entity; but 
‘other business’ and the Turpkey were in

*Sin,—I have received Lord Monck's 
despatch, number 169, of the 8th Septem 
ber, enclosing scopy of a minute addressed 
by the Executive Council to the Lieutenant 
Governor of Nova Scotia, on the 22ad Fob 
ruary, 1808, The Assombly of Nova Scotia 
adopted un address to the Crown adverse 
to the measure of Union; but expressed,nas 
was to be expeoted, with calmness and dig- 
nity. Onthe 4th June, 1808, I conveyed 
to you on behalf of ber Majcsty’s Govern~ 
ment, the answer to that address, in terms, 
I believe, not wanting ia appreciation of 
the nnolent loyalty and well-known merite 
of the people of Nova Bcotin; and this re= 
ply bas for the present closed the commu 
nications between tho represontatives of 
the people and the Crown, ‘The Execu- 
tive Councillors of Nova Scotia have, how 
ever, addressed tho Lieutenant Governor, 
commenting on the despatch, which it was 
bis duty to write for the information of the 
House ot Assembly. They dispute certain 
facts alleged in my despatch. They protest

The Richardson Mine. 


To the Editor of ths Daily Intelligencer. 
Sin,—By a mere chance | happened a few 
days ago to pick up «copy of your paper of 
the 8th inst,, containing a communication 
from Mr, Dunstan, Superintendent of the 
Richardson Mino, in which certain Jiberties 
Were taken with my name; but which I should 
not notice, as the letter contains nothing 
worthy of a reply, but that the writer asks as 
a favor to himself, and the Directors and 
Shareholders of the Company, that I should 
{nform them “when ond how I examined 
their property.” Most cheerfully then I in- 
form them that,on the 24th of February last, 
in company with another gentleman of con- 
siderabic mining experience,and a profession: 
al miolog engineer, I visited their property, 
and by invitation of the Superintendent ofthe 
mine went underground, and saw the mine 
and thelr manner of working it, And again, 
on a certain day in September last, I walked 
over the surface of thelr property,in company 
with a gon Well acquainted with the 
ground; buton neither occasion did I sea a 
true vein thore,and if Mr, Dunstan fancies 
that bo has scen one, he is allowing his im= 
agination torun away with bis judgment, 
There may be segregationa of quartz there, 
these are common all over the country where 
the Dolomite prevails ; but they are not veins, 
some of them aro mere threads, others large 
Masson, but Jarge or small they wedge out in 
depth. generally disappearing in a few fathoms 
and if they should penetrate through the en- 
Ure body of the Dolomite, they must come to 
an eodwhen they reach the underlying 
granites or slates which are the true sources 
ofthe gold. These segregationa are for the 
most part silicates of magnesia, and do not 
form the matrix ofa true metaliferous Jode 
What I have always asserted of the gold in 
the lichardson Hill, I etill assert, that it ls 
produced by a powerful magnotio action, re~ 
sultiug from sfauction of the granite,and the 
overlying megneslan Hmestone. ‘Those juno: 
tions frequently produce tho same resuits as 
Yelos, by aggregating the mineral elements 
of the countr: pecially when they approxi- 
mate to an east and west course; as by tra- 
veraing the meridianal grain of the rocks, 
they are fed by the magnetic currents that 
are constantly passing from south to north. 
tut there is this disadvantage wbuut them, 
that there Js no certaloty in their permaoen— 
cy. Ina true velo there are certain indices 
on which an experienced and intelligent minor 
can base a calculation, aud tell with tolerable 
accuracy what tho value of « lode will be in 
depth ; but no such calculation can be made 
when the mino ls dependant on a mero line 
of Juaotion. Andin the case of the “ Richard. 
sou Mine,” it cannot extend to any conald 
able depth, as the juocifon is between an un- 
derlying and ao overlylog rock, which afiwr 
curving down some distance will sweep up 
ageio, und crop out at the surface somewhere 
to the north of them. Mr. Dunstan's term 
‘fissure vein” isdefective, there is no such 
a thing known fn geology ; a vein of fracture 
fe an eort and weat vein, and ia called » frac~ 
ture because it breaks across tho polar grain 
of the rocks, anda “moeridianal split” is 
always about north and south, like a split in 
the groin of a tree; elther may be true veins 
extending downwards to interminable depths; 
but thers isno auch vein to be svon on the 
* Riobardeon ” Hill. However, there may be 
enough there to pay well for working for 
many years to come, and no man wishes the 
adventurers more success than [ do, though 
it I thought there were no better prospects 
than thatin North Has‘ings, I should not 
remain in the county s week; butas I know 
of meny Jocations far supe:lor,1 am content 
fo remain and try my luck in 
the county us I candidly believe 
ft to be one of tho richest and most 
extennlve minoral reglonsin the world.
